Market Welcomes the Government Surplus Goods—Prices Gain 
in Strength—Prospects of Shortened Packs Affect 
; Buyers—All Markets in Strong Position. 


The market has accepted the anouncement by the 1 apm 
ment of the intended sale of the canned foods surplus in the 


way that might have been expected—a welcome addition to’a * -* 


badly depleted situation. If there are holders of spot stocks of c 
staple canned foods they are mighty hard to find and none of - 


them coming upon the market. So true is this that New:27; 


York City now reports the market bare, and even at country _ 
points all reports say that canners are cleaned out. Thus . 
another boogy is unmasked and found to be thin air. 

The National Canners’ Association reports the amount of 
these holdings as: Peas, 1,025,319 cases No. 2 size cans; 
Corn, 1,325,194 cases, and Tomatoes, 3,928 cases No. 1s; 838,- 
447 cases 2’s; 429,247 cases 2%s; 2,183,760 cases 3’s, and 
332144 cases (half doz.) 10’s. As we said before, this is not 
more than a fair carry-over in a normal season, and with two 
months to go before new corn or tomatoes can be put upon the 
market, is hardly a normal supply. The normal consumption 
of tomatoes is one and a quarter million cases per month, or 
15,000,000 cases per year, and because of the opening of sea- 
side resorts, summer hotels, etc., the demands in June, July 
and August are always the heaviest of the year. Therefore © 
there is a place waiting for every case of this surplus, and it is 
welcomed, instead of deplored.| 

It might be fortunate if this surplus could be held to 
help out this coming year’s packs, for all indications now 
point to a short pack in all staples, which may put the traders 
to very considerable trouble. The tomato acreage is from 25 
to 40 per cent short of normal, and it is said the growers can- 
not secure plants, even where they show a willingness to put 
them out at this late date. In this immediate section toma- - 
toes can be put out now and the crop matured before frost, 
under normal conditions; but there are very few such sections 
in the country. California has not increased its tomato acre- 
age as it was thought it would do, and Utah lost its entire 
crop of tomato plants by frost, and has been scouring the 
country for new plants at almost any price. It is said Utah 
sent to the Tri-States for 13,000,000 tomato plants, and could 
find none. 
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The jobbers have learned this unfavorable outlook is real 
and not mere market jugglery, and most of them are trying to 


‘cover their requirements on futures, and finding few or no can- . 


ners willing to accept. If the tomato pack is as short as now 
indicated the surplus tomatoes in the Government’s hands 
would be a real blessing to the industry and the country. 

On corn the situation is not greatly different, for the 
acreage is short in nearly every heavy corn-canning region. 
Some of the Eastern corn canners are trying to increase their 
acreage by taking the land on which peas were grown. This 
is somewhat of a gamble as the crop may get through and it 
may not, but the effort is worth while. 

As to peas the situation is well illustrated by what hap- 
pened to the California pea canners. The California’ Packing 
Corporation has had to announce a partial delivery on all or- 
ders, amounting to less than 50 per cent on the average. We 
have not learned that Utah’s peas were hurt by the frost which 
killed its tomatoes, and it is hoped a good pack will be the 
result. There does not seem to be any way in which the 
pack of peas can be brought up to a normal amount, for while 
New ‘York Staté and Wisconsin have yet to work up their 
peas, it is a foregone conclusion that the crop will bunch and 
tax the factories to their limit, because of the interference at 
planting time. A pea crop that is planted all at once, instead 
of over a series of weeks, will not spread itself out over the 
maturing period through wishing, or for the convenience of 
the cannery operator. These two States face a hard task, and 
it is hoped they can handle it with the utmost success, for the 
goods are badly needed. Fancy peas have all been cleaned up 

. and are in heavy demand, because such a situation as this does 
not promise a glut of fancy packings, and the buyers know it. 

Instead of weakness in the markets, due to the Govern- 
ment surplus offerings, we have to report increased strength; 
and if there are blocks of goods being held off the market these 
holders should keep out, but they will have a hard time keeping 
them under cover. 

Apples have caught the contagion from other fruits and 
have been climbing steadliy and promise to climb even fur- 
ther. Spot No. 10s are quoted in this market now at $5.50, 
and contracts for futures have been made at higher prices. 
Predictions are made that they will go to $6.50, owing to the 
high prices being asked by apple growers. 

No. 2 gooseberries are quoted at $2.00, a rather nice price 
for this article. Blackberries in No. 2 cans of standard variety 
are also quoted at $2.10. The packing of both of these ber- 
ries is now on. 

Spot corn is out of quotation in many markets, and may be 
said to be entirely nominal in this market at this time. 

Standard early June peas have moved up to $1.55 in this 
market, and the entire list is held very firmly. Buyers would 
like fancy peas but can’t find them. Futures are inactive be- 
cause canners do not care to consider further orders. 

Tomatoes show no changes in this market, but are firmer, 
and New York markets record an advance to $1.75 for No. 3 
standards. Some futre contracts are being taken at $1.65 
for No. 3’s, but canners are not eager sellers. 


Oysters are higher this week, and will not likely decline.

As Brokers View the Market 


ABERDEEN, MD. 


Aberdeen, Md., June 25, 1919. 

Tomatoes—The market seems to be in a waiting attitude. 
Spot stocks are pretty well cleaned up, and what few packers 
have a smal] surplus are not alarmed over the Government’s 
action in offering for sale its surplus stocks. It must be re- 
membered that the Government does not intend to sacrifice 
its holdings, and in a bulletin recently issued they distinctly 
say that they will accept no bids which do not represent the 
fair value of the goods at the present time. 

The market on future tomatoes continues firm at 75c 
for 1s, 95c for 9s, $1.15 for 2s, $1.65 for 3s and $5.25 for 10s, 
and a fair volume of business is being booked at these prices. 

Corn—Most packers are entirely sold out of spot corn. 
We can still buy well-known brands of corn for future delivery 
at $1.50 to $1.60 for standard shoepeg, $1.75 for fancy shoe- 
peg, $1.30 to $1.35 for standard Maine style, and $1.40 to 
$1.45 for extra standard Maine style corn.

Late Buyers Will Have Trouble Getting Supplies—Market 
About Bare on Most Articles—Tomatoes Only Excep- 
tion—Very Few Offerings Made—Tomato 
Market Firmer—Some Corn Futures 
Being Placed—Picked Up in 
This Market.

New York, June 27, 1919. 

The Situation—With a greater proportion of the available 
supplies in the market under contract, or delivered, the situa- 
tion is developing a condition which will make it difficult for 
the belated buyer to secure any stock .at all, regardless of 
what the variety may: be. According to statements by well 
informed individuals the market is virtually bare of the most 
popular and most wanted varieties. Tomatoes seem to be the 
only offerings in which full lines can be cbtained at all, and 
some have withdrawn quotations on No. 10s and No. 2s. Fancy 
grades of all varieties are said to be scarce or entirely ex- 
hausted. Holders say they have only small quantities left and 
in some instances they have nothing at all. A number of 
large interests have withdrawn their lines from the market, 
having no more to offer. Others are offering only small lots. 
In some instances where two or three weeks ago brokers had 
offerings of hundreds of cases now they are offering only 10 to 


15 case lots, and sometimes the number is as low as five. Buy- 
ers are picking these up as fast as they can get them, indicating 
that the situation is such that they fear a shortage in the weeks 
to come before new pack is ready for delivery. Futures are 
not active, but packers are asking a full 5c advance on the most 
wanted varieties and few have anything further to offer. They 
say they are sold up as far as they dare under present condi- 
tions. During the week just closed the market has been active, 
more active, perhaps, than it has been for several weeks before, 
while conditions under which buyers are operating shows that 
in the future holders are likely to have all the demand they 
can satisfy. The prospect for good business in the future is 
promising and a number are predicting that the market will 
be entirely cleared up before the new pack is ready for dis- 
tribution. 

Tomatoes—These are the only variety of the favorite 
foods which can be obtained in full lines, and even in these 
some holders have too few to satisfy the requirements of their 
customers. The market is firmer and prices are tending up- 
ward on all grades, though as yet few buyers have actually 
paid an increase. The situation remains moderately promis- 
ing so far as sales are concerned. For full standard No. 3s 
$1.75 is still asked. while No. 2s, when they are available, are 
quoted at $1.25, and prices on No. 10s are withdrawn, though 
it is understood that jobbers have some of this size which they 
will sell at prices approximating $6.00. California No. 2%s 
are held at $1.30, and No. 10s at $5.50. Futures are quoted 
at about he same price as spot goods, though in some instances 
holders are asking around 5c more than last week. Reports 
from growing sections are more or less discouraging. Some 
authorities say that the pack will resemble that of 1911, which 
was notably short. The plants were set late and cold weather 
held them back. The talk of short output has caused some 


increase in interest. in the market, but as yet buyers have not 
Macreased their operations to any appreciable extent. It is 
understood that in some instances lower prices than those 
named have been obtained, but only in cases where holders had 
some supplies on hand which they wished to clear before the 
new crop was ready for distribution. 

Corn—The outlook is still uncertain and holders are not 
supplied with sufficient information to enable them to operate 
as intelligently as they would like to do. Fancy grades are ex- 
hausted and other spot supplies are so low that they are scarce- 
ly sufficient to make a market. Meantime, sales of futures are 
not especially heavy, though some buying is reported from day 
to day. Conditions seem to favor holders rather than buyers, 
however, and the market is tending upward all the time. Some 
Western stock was sold at $1.65, but later more was asked for 
the same pack. Movement is light and buyers show little dis- 
position to fill their requirements under present circumstances. 
The crop is late in ali sections and in some does not look as 
though it would yield more than three-fourths of normal. 
The tendency of prices is upward. 


Peas—The situation seems to remain about the same. 
Some interest is excited by the conflicting crop reports, but in 
the main the market is substantially as it has been for the 
past two or three weeks. Not many fancies are left in any 
position. Standards are becoming scarce and buyers are not 
getting all they want in some instances, - Meanwhile the sit- 
uation with reference to the present pack is not altogether 
satisfactory and in a number of instances reports have told 
categorically of the probable advance in prices which promises 
to come with the clearing of the present holdings. The fact 
that the government will offer some has little influence upon 
the situation. Inasmuch as they are not to be dumped on the 
market at any price the trade feels differently from what they 
did before this decision was announced. Not many buyers 
are taking any considerable quantities, but the price situation 
is firm and best grades tend upward. 

Spinach—Conditions change but little. Movement is |im- 
ited to actual requirements and holders show little disposition 
to allow their stock to go without obtaining full prices. No. 2 
is held at $1.15 and No. 10s at $5.75. California No. 2%s 
are quoted at $1.35, and No. 10s at $8.00. 


Fruits—While no new features have developed during the 
week, those which formerly prevailed are still operative. Ex- 
porters would be glad to get a great dea] more than they are 
able to obtain. European buyers are quite ready to take 
everything they can get and price makes no difference with 
them. No one is able to even suggest when this demand will 
decline. It seems to grow larger every day, according to some 
interests, and the only difference in the situation is the im- 
possibility of getting what is wanted. Old pack of all varie- 
ties is exhausted and new pack is sold to the limit of produc-: 
tion, 

Apples—The market is firm. with as high as $6.25 asked 
for New York pack, which as been paid in a few instances. 
Maine offerings are up to $6.00, with almost nothing available, 
while Pennsylvania pack are quoted at the same rate, $6.00. 
Nearly all holders say that very few are obtainable. 


Peaches—European buyers would be glad to get more 
than are offered, but the situation has not improved in this re- 
spect. Holders are still saying that they have nothing further 
in hand and point out that until new pack is ready for dis- 
tribution it will be impossible to dispose of any more. The 
crop in the northern sections is showing the effect of the late 
frost and wil] be materially reduced. Prices are very high 
for fresh fruit and show no sign of diminution. Retailers have 
elmost nothing left, having sold substantially all they had long 
ago. The market will be bare of peaches until new crop is 
ready for distribution. 

Salmon—Some weakness is still noticeable in the market. 
Alaska red is held at $2.75 and mediums are quoted at $2.60. 
Some offerings from the Coast were made at 40c under this 
figure, or $2.20. Cohoées flats are offered at $2.50, 25c under 
the local price, and Cohoes flat No. %s are quoted at $1.60, 
15c under the local price. Lately not much movement is re- 
ported and sellers are finding it rather difficult to move their 
goods. Little inquiry is developing, most interests preferring 
to wait developments before they undertake further operations 
in the market. 

Sardines—The changes during the week have been slight. 
Most buyers are doing almost nothing. Prices are unchanged, 
but it would be possible to shade the figures on some grades 
a trifle. The market has been a little more active for interior 
delivery, but as a whole it is dull. Nothing further has been 
heard about increasing packing operations. 

Crab Meat—Japanese pack comes forward very slowly, 
and many buyers are tired of waiting. Nothing is left on the 
spot and when supplies fail to arrive the market is bare. 

Tuna—Reports of a large run have been denied from Cali- 
fornia, with the statement that conditions have not changed 
since earlier reports. The pack is evidently going to be much 
smaller than sales have been. 

Shrimp—No change is noted in the market. The situa- 
tion remains unchanged as formerly reported, and prices rule 
high on all sizes. 

PICKED UP IN PASSING. 

A report from Seattle says that heavy salmon bookings 
are now in progress, though very little is upon the old subject 
to approval of price basis. Alaska red talls have been booked 
at prices ranging from $2.35a2.50, and orders on Copper River 
red, talls, have been accepted at $2.75. Indications are that 
the opening price for this season will be as big as 1918, and 
some are of the opinion that it will be higher. 

New pack Western applies have been offered at $5.00 f. 
o. b. for No. 10s, coast terminal, less 1% per cent cash dis- 
count, with swell guarantee. This price applies to fruit for 


future delivery. Western packers are soliciting firm orders for 
all fruits to be exported wherever any unsold portions of the 
coming pack remain to be offered. :

12 THE CANNING TRADE. 


Brokers say that they are having difficulty in getting offers 
of fancy corn or peas and are willing to accept in place of 
them standard grades, provided prices are made right. 

A strike among the teamsters and chauffeurs who handle 
the fresh fruit and vegetables in New York paralyzed the vege- 
table and fruit trade a portion of the week, and sent people 
hurrying to retailers in order to secure canned vegetables and 
fruits to take the place of the fresh ones. Such calamities as 
this serve frequently to advertise some other variety of food. 
This time canned foods were the gainer. How extensive the 
additional sale was cannot be accurately stated, but that it 
was considerable might be understood by watching customers 
of retail stores go home. Fresh products soared to unprece- 
dented prices before the strike was broken. 


Prime canned whale steak is offered from the coast on the 
basis of $1.50 in 1-pound flat cans. The first whale meat ar- 
rived in New York about a year ago. Since then it has gained 
a great many friends and is now becoming popular with those 
who have used it. 

Arrivals of new pack Japenese crab meat continues light 
and high prices are expected because of the shortage in the 
Orient this season. It is another product which will be greatly 
reduced because of influences flowing from the war. 

The present crop of Royal Anne cherries in California has 
turned out to be the largest on record. Prices have likewise 
established a new record, but apparently a liberal quantity has 
been put into cans. 

According to information from tomato-growing regions the 
crop is progressing rather badly. It is pointed out that setting 
of the plants was not completed as early as it should have 
been and following the setting came a season of rainy and 
cold weather, which retarded growth. It is only within a short 
time that they have been able to grow as they should if they 
are to make a good crop this season. Some are comparing 
the present season with 1911, which, it will be remembered, 
turned out to be the shortest in years. The lugubrious mut- 
terings have not yet made much difference with buyers. 
have seen the tomato crop rejuvenated too frequently to pay 
much attention to early reports of a probable shortage. 

L. J. LeMay, of the LeMay Fruit Canning Co., Rochester, 
N. Y., was a visitor to this market. Speaking of the fruit 
crop up-state Mr. LeMay said that cherries are almost a total

failure and that no more than 30 per cent of deliveries will 
be made. Rains during bloom washed out the polls. Berries 
will be short, though perhaps rather better than was expected. 
Of apples he said that the state packers have not sold more 
than 15,000 to 20,000 cases of No. 10s as compared with 300,- 
000 to 400,000 cases on the average. He said that they can 
sell only small quantities of futures. Growers are already re- 
fusing $5.00 a barrel for best apples in the orchard. Mr. 
LeMay, in talking of the export demand for No. 10 apples, 
said that they apparently come from sources of recent origin, 
not many of them being mentioned in the rating reports. 

Prices have been announced on new pack peaches by some 
coast packers as follows: Special extra, $4.00; extra, $3.75; 
extra standard, $3.25; standard, $3.00; apricots, extra stand- 
ard, $3.50; standard, $3.25; seconds, $3.00; Oregon pears, 
Standard, $3.50; extra standard, $4.00; extra, $4.50; special 
extra, $5.00. 

The trade looks upon the situation which has developed 
through the offering by the Government of certain lots of peas, 
corn and tomatoes on June 30, as a relief since it will put into 
the market same stock with which to fill the insistent orders 
which are coming from all directions. The market could stand 
a rather liberal proportion of such goods since the supply is so 
small that a great many have been obliged to withdraw their 
lines, having no stock with which to fill orders. 


Southern future tomatoes have been offered by one source 
during the week about as follows: No. 2s, $1.12%a1.15; No. 
3s, $1.60a1.65; No. 10s, $5.25a5.50. All f. o. b. factory. 

Thomas J. Meehan, dean of the canned foods brokers, has 
been in t§¥e New York market during the week. He finishe\i 
his business early and departed for Atlantic City, where he 
will spend a few days in recuperating. He said that condi- 
tions seem to point toward a tomato pack about the same as 
the one of 1911, which was very short. 


Advices concerning the tuna pack are conflicting. Some 
say a large run of fish has developed, while others say that the 
run up to the present has been scarcely anything at all. 

California sardines are held on the coast much above New 
York parity. Several influences have combined to stop pack- 
ing notwithstanding that fish are plentiful. Not much is heard 
about packing in Maine. No reports of additional plants in 
operation have been heard recently.

The Amount of Goods the Government Has to Sell—Market 
Needs the Goods—All Canned Foods Above Normal 
Prices—Too Much Speculation—Tomato Market 
Is Dull—Corn Unchanged—No Demand 
for Spot Peas. 


Reported by Telegram 


Chicago, June 27, 1919. 

General—Hot weather with intermittent rains is the re- 
port we have to make from Chicago and vicinity, and it is the 
kind that counts for cannery crops. I note that the Federal 
authorities have concluded to sell the surplus peas, corn and 
tomatoes, and that said surplus amounts to about six million 
cases. 

Out of an output for 1918 of 16,000,000 cases of toma- 
toes, 12,000,000 cases of corn and 11,000,000 cases of peas. 
Total, 39,000,000. 

_» There is for sale in the hands of the Government about 
6,000,000 cases, amounting to 15 per cent of the total pack of 
1918. 

_The news comes at a time when spot markets are bare 
and a better time for absorbing the goods could not have been 
selected. 

The market (spot) is entirely bare of corn, and most 
grades of peas and spot canned tomatoes are by no means 
easy to find. 

It puts us in shape to absorb the surplus and then cry 
for more, and if the Government’s policy has the effect to 
soften up pricés and discourage speculation, so much the better. 


Canned foods have gone entirely too high, and much of 
the advance is attributable to speculation and this sale of 
surplus by the Government may “scare out” the speculators and 
stop the unnatural advance in prices. If so, it will do a good 
service. 

Califorgia fruits are selling at 15 per cent above opening 
prices befpre such, opening prices are named. 

Hawaiian pineapples are selling for 40 per cent . above 
opening priees before they are named. 

Canned peas are bringing about 10 to 15 per cent above 
the norma] opening price. 

Canned corn is selling at from 10 to 15 per cent above 
named prices, and tomatoes are selling at prices higher than 
the opening prices of 1918. 

No. 10 apples have been sold for fancy futures as high 
as $6.00, cannery. 

No, 2 strawberries, in 20 degrees balling syrup (which 
is sour), have sold for $3.75, cannery. 

No. 10 gooseberries, in water, have sold for $8.00, and 
no one knows where speculation is going to stop. 

I am candid and courageous enough to say that many 
prices have gone beyond the purchasing ability of ordinary 
consumers, and retailers know it and are hedging by buying 
for future only the staple articles at moderate prices, and are 
“passing up” the luxuries. 


I believe in the canned foods market and have helped 


to back it up and support it, but I want a legitimate market 


with a good, fair profit for canner and dealer; beyond that 
I will not go to the extent of supporting and endorsing specu- 
lative prices which are not based upon fair costs and profits. 
Anyone who does so is not doing his duty to the canning 

industry, for wild and unreasonable speculation merely kills 
consumption and destroys legitimate demand. 

. Canners are figuring their costs more carefully than they 
formerly did, and we can be assured that their opening prices 
are profitable to them.

Anyway, neither the canner nor consumer gets any bene- 


fit from speculation, nor does the dealer, as his distribution 


is restricted by high prices and his sales decreased. 
Maybe the release of these surplus goods will bring the 


-market back to a sane condition. 


Canned Tomatoes—The weather is favorable for tomatoes 


ro age West, and there will-be a good output unless drought 
sets in, 


The spot market is dull and inactive and there is only a 
quiet demand for futures. 


Canned Corn—The market is as reported last week and 
unchanged as to spot and future conditions. Western canners 


“ are about sold up and interest in the market is, therefore, 


very mild. 
Canned Peas—tThere is no spot demand and futures are 


only in modest request at the advanced prices; in fact, might 
be said to be slow. 


Canned Beets—Very few canned beets have been sold to 
the Chicago market this year, as buyers were a little too opti- 
mistie last year and filled their retai] trade up too heavily. 
The number of packers of canned beets in the United States 
seems to be diminishing rather than otherwise, owing, I sup- 
pose, to the difficulty of canning the beets so as to have them 
hold their color and not turn yellow or white in the cans 
after processing. 

Canned Spinach—aA great deal of the spinach pesinnie 
formerly going to Baltimore has gone from Chicago to Cali- 
fornia this season, as Baltimore packers of fine spinach have 
been able to ask and get higher proportional prices than have 
California canners. Quite a few S. A. P. orders taken for 


Baltimore canners in Chicago have been “passed up” when 
prices were submitted to the buyers. 


Canned Salmon—aAlaska salmon packers have withdrawn 
future sales from the market and are declining to book any 
contracts. It would seem that the demand for export has 
crowded the canners too close to their probable output. 

Hawaiian Pineapples—Nothing doing in spot stock at all, 
and future contracts are selling easily at 40 per cent above 
prospective opening prices, and the opening prices have not 
been named. 

Canned Apples—The demand from the exporters seems 
to have moderated for canned apples, and they are not pulling 
the cork under like they were last week. 

Pennsylvania and Maine have come into the market, the 
former at $4.75, f. o. b. cannery, for No. 10, and the latter 
at eae. f. o. b. cannery, but I have heard of no sales this 
week. 

Blue Sky Canneries—There were a great many “Will 0’ 
the. Wisp,” ‘“‘wash boiler and soldering iron’’ canneries last 
season which are not in evidence this year. They fell down 
so hard and so frequently on their deliveries last year that 
weed failed to come back. Peace to their memories.

The Trade Expects Opening Prices to Be High—Tuna Prices 
Have Been Named—Pea Pack Disappoints—Influenza 
Affects the Salmon Canneries—Government Oper- 
‘ated Freighters to Europe—Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, June 27, 1919. 

High Opening Prices Expected—Opening prices on Calil 
fornia canned fruits are expected at any time, and assurance 
is given that these will be announced before the first of July. 
Crop conditions are firmly settled, probable costs have been 
figured down to a nicety, the greater part of the output has 
already been disposed of, subject to approval of the opening 
rates, and packing is under way on cherries, berries and 
apricots, making any further delay unnecessary. The trade 
is expecting very high prices on most lines, but is looking 
forward to marketing a large part of the pack in Europe. A 
merry race is on between the canners and dried fruit operators 
to secure stocks, and prices are keeping at the high level 
reached a few weeks ago. 

Tuna Prices—Opening prices on California tuna fish have 
been named by a number of packers, and the market is very 
firm, the trade being of the impression that higher prices will 
soon prevail, owing to the great increase in the cost of both 
olive and cottonseed oils. The 1919 prices, which are guar- 
anteed against decline until the end of the year, are as follows: 
Standard white, 1s, $15.50 per case; %s, $8.50; %s, $5.50; 
Albacore, light and dark, 1s, $4.25; %s, $2.80; %s, $2.10; 
potted, 1s, $5.00; %s, $3.50; %s, $2.80; yellow and blue 
fins, 1s, $13.50; %s, $7.50; %s, $5.00; striped, 4s, $7.50. 
The California Packing Corporation has announced opening 
prices on its Del Monte brand of tuna to the retailer as fol- 
lows, per dozen: 1s, $4.60; %s, $2.60, and 4s, $1.75. Last 
year the pack of tuna was cut down by labor trouble, but 


“nothing of this kind has materialized so far this season. 


Considerable fish is being brought here from the Hawaiian 
Islands, but a ready market is found for all that can be packed. 


Peas—The California Packing Corporation has advised 
the trade that its pack of peas has been below expectations, 
owing to damage to the pea vines and unsatisfactory weather 
conditions, and pro rata deliveries have been announced as 
follows: Del Monte, tiny petit pois and petit pois, 40 per cent; 
special extra sugar, 50 per cent; extra sugar, 40 per cent; 
Beauty or Eagle standard sifted, 70 per cent; Colton or Ideal, 
standard, 60 per cent, and Yolo, 50 per cent. 

Salmon—In speaking of the canned salmon situation, the 
Griffith-Durney Company reports: ‘‘We cannot book any orders, 
neither subject to approval of price or at a positive price, 
owing to the uncertainty of the run of fish and the strenuous 
labor conditions. We are just in receipt of advice from the 
Alaska canneries that practically every canning section up 
there is suffering from influenza. The embargo on foreign 
shipments having been lifted, it will be practically impossible 
for packers to supply the foreign demand. The demand for 
canned foods of all kinds is beyond the canners’ wildest 
dreams. We are offering limited quantities of fish for im- 
mediate delivery at the following prices: Alaska red talls, 
$2.40; Alaska Chum talls, $1.75; Oregon medium red talls, 
$1.95, and Oregon medium halves, $1.25.” 

Freight Rates—The California canning trade is much in- 
terested in the list of freight rates effective on the fleet of 
Government steamships to run between the port of San Fran- 
cisco and Europe, beginning in July. The rate on canned 
foods and beans is $1.80 per hundred pounds to ports of the 
United Kingdom, with 25 cents additional to French ports, 


Antwerp and Roteerdam, and 50 cents to Copenhagen and 


Scandanavian ports. This direct line of Government vessels 


was ordered by the Shipping Board at the urgent appeal of 
California packers and shippers, who showed that unless this 
was done California faced a huge loss. At the close of the 
foreign trade convention at Chicago, J. K. Armsby, president 
of the California Packing Corporation, went to Washington, 
with others interested in foreign trade, and told of the attempts 
of big English shipping concerns to compel California packers 
to ship their products overland to New York. These concerns 
refused to announce their ocean rates, and the huge crops in 
this State promised to overwhelm the facilities of the railroads, 
giving the situation a serious aspect. 

Coast Notes—In an effort to forestall any controversy over 
wages during the packing season of 1919, Governor William 
D. Stephens has accepted an invitation from California can- 
ners and dried fruit packers to serve in the capacity of medi- 
ator and establish a wage scale for men by which they agree 
to abide. He has appointed Ralph P. Merritt, former Federal 
food administrator for California, to make an inquiry into 
labor conditions in order to establish facts upon which the 
wage scale will be based. The scale to be decided upon will 
prevail between July 1, 1918, and January 1, 1920, in all the 
plants whose owners are parties to the agreement. In a proc- 
lamation issued on this subject he calls attention to the fact 
that the canned and dried fruit industries of the State have | 
become of world-wide importance at this time of lack of food- 
stuffs, and that it is particularly desirable that industrial 
peace be maintained. This action was taken as a result of the 
publication by employes of certain plants of wage demands 
for the season now commencing. 

On the contention of Attorney Theodore Bell, represent- 
ing the Greco Canning Company, of San Jose, Cal., that the 
right of the State Booard of Health, through one man, to 
determine what constitutes edible food, is an arbitrary and 
dangerous power, Superior Judge J. T. Nourse has taken 
under advisement the suit of the canning company against the 
State body. One million cans of tomato sauce manufactured 
by the Greco Canning Company were placed under quarantine 
by the State Board of Health on the ground that the product 
was adulterated and mislabeled, but Attorney Bell contends 
that the product of his client is above the average standard 
of wholesomeness and that this could be proved by expert 
chemists. He seeks the right on the part of the canning com- 
pany to proceed with the sale of the goods. 

E. Raymond Armsby and Gordon S. Armsby, formerly 
with the California Packing Corporation, have returned to San 


Francisco from service in France, and will resume their duties 
with the packing company. 


The Zerillo Packing Company is preparing to pack toma- 


- toes and tomato paste at its new plant at Healdsburg, Cal., 


and has appointed Eugene M. O’Neill, of San Francisco, as 
selling agent. 


A. W. Palfreyman, of Melborne, Australia, a large packer 
of jam, was a recent visitor in San Francisco. . 0 

The California Italian Products Company has disposed 
of its plant at Tulare, Cal., to the California Co-operative 
Canneries, which plans to add new equipment and to handle 
a general line of fruits and vegetables. This concern has 
purchased about 5,000 tons of peaches held by the sales com- 
mittee of the Tulare County Canning Peach Association, pay- 
ing $92.50 a ton for clings, the highest recorded price for 
canning peaches ever paid in California.

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SIZING UP THE PORK AND BEAN MARKET 


Summary of a Special Trade Report Showing Attitude of Con- 
sumer and Dealer Toward Leading Trade Marked Brands. 


In ‘Advertising and Selling.” 


This investigation into the market for canned pork and 
beans was made by the Bureau of Advertising, American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, with the help of the newspapers 
that comprise its membership. The questionnaire was pre- 
pared after consultation with leading men in the pork and 
bean industry. It was sent to newspapers and taken by them 
to retailers and jobbers. The answers appearing in the de- 
tailed report represent the average condition of the trade in 
each city as reported. While the Bureau of Advertising does 
not submit this report as conclusive or as a complete analysis 
document, it does offer it as sufficiently comprehentive to dis- 
close a number of marked tendencies. The inquiry was con- 
ducted in February and March, 1919. 

There is, first of all, the complaint of high prices which 
dealers say has seriously curtailed consumer demand. This 
is particularly noticeable in the grades appealing to poorer 
people. 

There is also ample evidence that dealers and jobbers are 
buying from hand to mouth and are anticipating a drop in 
. prices, a condition to be found in many lines of merchandise at 
the present time. 

The more serious phase of the matter is the loss of pres- 
tige on the part of hitherto leading brands, because of inability 
to care for trade during the war and the cessation of adver- 
tising in that period. The investigator summarizes the situa- 
tion in these words: 

During the period in which the Government absorbed large 
quantities of pork and beans, the jobbers, retailers and con- 
sumers were faced with the problem of getting the goods re- 
gardless of brand. During this period the concern which was 


able to get its product to the jobbers was the company which 
controlled the market. 

“With the demobilization of the Army the situation has- 
been radically changed. The demands of the Government are 
rapidly decreasing and pork and beans formerly purchased for 
the Army are now beginning to pour into regular channels. 
As a result a fight is due for control of the local market. 

“This increased competition wil] not be limited to nation- 
ally advertised brands. In normal times each of the local 
wholesalers has a private label pork and bean brand. During 
the war time some of these brands have dropped off the mar- 
ket, due to inability to get the goods.” 

From another point comes almost a parallel report: 

“At present conditions are far from normal. One jobber, 
for instance, called attention to the fact that the’ inability of 
the canners to get tins withheld their supply to such a degree 
that the demand for their product was greater than they could 
meet and, therefore, some of them cut out advertising alto- 
gether. It did not occur to him to say that the cutting out of the 
advertising meant that they would have to advertise all the more 
to get back their old market, but that is what he meant.” 


Four Leading Contenders. 


The reports indicate that under normal conditions some 
eight to ten brands of pork and beans lead in competing for 
the markets of the United States and that about four of these 
show reasonably good general distribution. In Canada, how- 
ever, only two of the four brands, noted as leaders in the 
United States, appear on our reports, indicating either that 
purely native brands have a firm foothold in Canada or that 
manufacturers have neglected Canadian possibilities. 

Sectional competition is keen, particularly competition 
from jobbers’ brands and chain-store brands. Evidences of 
new manufacturers working to secure a foothold in the market 
are also appearing.

‘‘Heekin Can Since 1901’’ 
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There is an undercurrent throughout the reports that 
indicates some antagonism on the part of jobbers to certain 
brands, and in nearly every case a desire on the part of the 
jobber to push his own brand if he has one, In this connéc- 
tion a report turned in by a newspaper, as reflecting the views 
of a jobber, is of interest. The jobber is quoted as saying: 


Story of a Combine. 


“Several years ago there was a combine of pork and bean 
packers, and when beans took a ‘jump’ they refused to fulfill 
contracts at the price ruling when the contract was drawn. 
The result was that practically all jobbers proceeded to pack 
their own product and subsequently declined to take on again 
any brands controlled by those in the combine. However, I 
have recently understood that plans were in the making for 
a big advertising campaign on these old line beans, the pur- 
pose being to recreate the once existing demand on the part 
of the ultimate consumer.’’ 

Efforts to confirm this statement of affairs from leading 
jobbers in New York, Chicaga and Boston fail to substantiate 
the combine story. Two of the largest jobbers in New York 
declared that they knew of no combine among the pork and 
bean manufacturers, but admitted their own preference for 
private brands. One of the large New York wholesalers said: 

“We began packing under our own brands years ago, so 
that we might have a weapon to protect ourselves against cut- 
throat competition We can control the prices on our own 
brands, but we cannot control prices on some one’s else brands. 
We, of course, favor our own brands as against outsiders. We 
carry the standard brands, but we don’t carry any larger stocks 
than we have to; and we only carry such other brands as are 
in demand by the trade and by consumers. 

“We look for falling prices on all lines of canned foods, 
and I will say that on our own brands of tomatoes which 
dealers are selling today at 28 cents per can, I look for a drop 
that will bring them to 18 cents per can, when the new pack 
is in.” 

Opposition on the part of jobbers to one of the leading 
brands was especially noted, and this was particularly strong 
in Canada, This opposition was based on the fact that the 
manufacturer of this particular brand of pork and beans sold 
to the trade direct, rather than through the jobber, whenever 
it was possible to do so. 

Apparently there are at least two distinct markets for 
canned pork and beans: The ‘quality’ market that demands 
the best, irrespective of price, and the larger market that 
demands ‘‘quantity’’ at a price that will more nearly equal 
the cost of cooking meat and beans bought in the bulk. 


Dealers’ Interesting Comments, 


Regarding the question of quality, there are many inter- 
esting comments. A Washington investigator points out that 
“boiled” beans are frequently sold as ‘‘baked” beans, and that 
there should be a better standard established. The public 
should be properly educated to the difference between baked 
and boiled beans and to the merits of a “baked” bean. 

This comment from Lowell, Massachusets, is interesting: 

“The people interviewed (storekeepers) very generally 
say that the sales in their stores are controlled very much 
by the salespeople who always work along the line of least 
resistance, and if some special brand is not called for, they 
fill their orders with whatever is most convenient for them to 
handle. None of the retail dealers carry very large supplies, 
as they can fill their needs at very short notice from the 
jobbers.” 

There is a difference of opinion as to the most popular 
sized can and there is a variation in prices for the same brands 
in different parts of the country. 

“Quality, price and advertising’ are the answers given 
by dealers to the question as to what causes public preference. 

There are many opinions in the answers on the question 
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as to what class of people are the largest users. In great 
industrial centers, mining camps, logging camps, etc., there is 
a great demand from working people who find pork and beans 
a handy article for the commissary or the lunch pail. In the 
cities the demand seems to come from people of small families. 
This is particularly noticeable in cities with an apartment- 
house -population. 


People, as a rule, buy only one, two or three cans of 
pork and beans at a time, and apparently no effort has been 
made either by manufacturers or dealers to induce buying in 
large quantities. 


Jobbers say that they cannot sell dealers quantities of 
pork and beans unless they make special inducements for large 
purchases in the way of price concessions, or ‘“‘trade deals.” 


Some dealers suggest that consumers could be persuaded 
to buy in larger quantities if an inducement were held out for 
the purchase of a dozen cans at a time, and if the inducements 
were properly advertised. 


Dealers are evidently chary about stocking up on new 
brands. Reports indicate that out of the multiplicity of brands 
on the market the average store only carries from three to 
four. A few large stores carry all brands, but they seem to 
be the exception rather than the rule. It is evident that the 
storekeeper must be shown that there is a demand before he 
will add to his stock on hand. 


Dealers Want Newspaper Advertising. 


Dealers as a rule favor newspaper advertising, and two 
comments on this subject are quooted: 


From Elmira, New York: 


“It may. be interesting also to you to learn that within 
the past few weeks so many of the local retai] grocers’ asso- 
ciations found that they had on hand a considerable stock of 
non-advertising brands of pork and beans, which was being 
held back by the steady sale of the advertised brands that 
they made a poll and turned over an adsertising appropriation 
to The , asking that we prepare copy in an effort 
move this dead line. 

“These beans had been in stock for a long time. As a 
result of the advertising campaign, they immediately began 
to move, and the result was far greater than the dealers had 
even expected, not only moving the line of goods advertised, 
but, they ‘all agree, stimulating generally the sale of canned 
foods, 


“It happened that for a short period prior to this cam- 
paign canned foods advertisers in practically all lines had been 
devoting most of their advertising appropriation to billboards 
and street car advertising, due largely, no doubt, to the re- 
strictions of the war period and the fact that the billboard 
and street car advertising, because never before were condi- 
tions quite so pat for doing so.”’ 


From Dayton, Ohio: 


“It seems that to a great degree pork and beans are to 
most people just ‘pork and beans.’ Why not an ‘appetising’ 
newspaper campaign that would put the picture and the taste 
of pork and beans in the mouth of the reader.” 


Some Interesting Conclusionos. 


Many constructive suggestions are given by storekeepers. 
These include suggested improvements in labels, more em- 
phasis in the advertising on the appetite appeal and a sugges- 
tion that a quality brand packed in glass instead of tin would 
create a market of its own. 


One thing usually developed by questionnaires sent to 
dealers is an astonishing percentage of misinformation or lack 
of information as to brands and goods on the part of the st6re- 
keepers. This doés not hold true in the present investigation. 
The average grocer is apparently well posted on the pork and

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bean business and he shows distinct inclination to follow the 
demands of his own trade. 


Storekeepers, as a rule, carry only three or four brands 


in stock, and want the brands that move quickly from their 
shelves. 


Never did any investigation carry its own arguments in 
favor of newspaper advertising by the manufacturers more 
strikingly than this inquiry into the pork and bean market. 

The varying conditions in different markets are self-evi- 
dent, and the informal reports are well worth the study of any 
manufacturer who wants market information. Newspaper ad- 
vertising hand-in-hand with dealer work in these markets is 
the key to their capture, 


The need to establish “good will’’ on the part of every 
manufacturer is obvious. The fact that the field is wide open 
is an invitation for immediate action, and the one advertising 
instrument that can be used for immediate action is the news- 
paper. 


THE LATE W. C. PRESSING 


Recently we announced the death of Mr. W. C. Pressing, 
the head of the W. C. Pressing Canning Co., and of the W. C. 
Pressing Seed Co., at Norwalk, Ohio. At the time we did not 
have the details. 


His friends were so numerous that we feel it due them, 
as well as him, that the following brief history of his life 


and a word about his death be given. This is taken from 
The Norwalk Reporter: 


“About the latter part of January Mr. Pressing began to 
feel badly and his case was variously diagnosed. Finally he 
went to Rochester, Minn., and placed himself under the Drs. 
Mayo, who after thorough diagnosis declared that he was suf-

fering from a poigon that had permeated his system from the 
roots of his teeth, although there had been no evidence of 
trouble with his teeth up to that time. His system appeared 
to be thoroughly poisoned. He ‘came home and was taking 
constant treatment that seemed to be solving the problem, and 
his ultimate recovery was never for a moment doubted. His 
death was a distinct shock to the community. 


“Mr. Pressing died in the prime of life, being but 53 years 
of age. He was born March 1, 1866, at Allegheny, Pa. Of an 
active business turn of mind, he early engaged in the broker- 
age and commision business in his native city and in Pitts- 
burgh; in 1888 he formed the Pressing & Orr Co., commission 
brokers, and they were very successful. In 1900 they went 
into the canning business, establishing a factory at Circleville, 
O., and in the same year the plant at Norwalk. In 1905 Mr. 
Pressing moved his family here, and in 1912 the company 
became a close corporation, the W. C. Pressing Co., and his 
sons were closely affiliated in the management of the business, 
which constantly grew and developed. Mr. Pressing was presi- 
dent and general manager. Not only in canning, but also in 
cultivating and growing, the firm became a decided factor in 
this entire community. Mr. Pressing became a large owner of 
acreage and a Jessee of many more. The ramificatioons of the 
business grew till it had become one of the leading industries 
of the entire county. 


“On May 13, 1889, at Allegheny, Mr. Pressing was mar- 
ried to Miss Emma Hasley, who, with three sons, survives 
him: Walter C., Herbert G. and William H. There are also 
two sisters and one brother, of Pittsburgh and Buffalo. There 
are two grandchildren. 


“Mr. Pressing was a member of the Masonic fraternity and 
of the United Commercial Travelers. He was a-generous giver 
and a dynamo of energy. He was held in high esteem.”

Cold and Hot Weather, But Mainly Good for Corn—Corn Can- 
ners Not Pleased with the Government Release—Buy- 
ers Continue to Want Future Corn—New 
Prices on Sardines—Labor Costs 
Promise to Be Higher— 
Maine Notes. 


‘Portland, Me., June 27, 1919. 

Weather—Is, on the whole, fine for the corn crop (if 
frosts do not strike too hard), it is, however, somewhat un- 
stable. June 23rd frost was reported as from “light frosts” to 
“ice forming’’ (the ice condition, however, was north and east 
of the corn section). On June 24th mercury was at 90 de- 
grees, some change? On the 28rd the large general office 
building of the Burnham & Morrill Co., and M, C. R. R. was too 
cold to work in. A locomotive was run along side to couple on 
to steam pipes to ‘“‘warm her up.’”’ The next day several de- 
partments were short of help because it was too hot for the 
clerical force. Interior corn growers are not complaining. 
Hot days make dollars more plentiful at corn packing time. 

Spot Maine Corn—Influenced probably by the announced 
sale by the United States Government of surplus stock, is re- 
ported as being offered from second hands at $1.60 to $1.70, 
some reports say $1.50. Holders of corn, peas and beans are 
not pleased with this announcement by the United States, so 
contrary to previous assurances. Well, war is anyway, 

Future Maine Corn—Considerable call is yet made from 


buyers who seem to be more. charitably inclined. Some lots 
are yet being found at $1.60, while a few packers still decline 
to “‘cut loose’”’ at this price. This decision has some question- 
able points as to its advisability.

to look upon a $5.00 rrice for 12 cans in crates as not being 
enough. Well, a $5.00 price has never before been offered 
for Maine futures in the month of June preceding the pack, 
and never until the past few weeks has spot Maine apples 
ever reached the present prices. One packer has sold four 


cars No. 10 futures at $5.00, and at present declines more 
similar orders. 


General Labor Outlook—lIs for higher prices, and a scar- 
city of those who are really seeking work. There are plenty 
who don’t seem to care a damn to work, but might be pre- 
vailed upon to “accept a position.” Farmers are now “hard 
put” to get help to cultivate corn and are very doubtful about 
a supply of labor when green bean picking time comes. Cer- 
tain blueberry packers who proposed opening new factories, 
after canvassing the prospect of pickers, reluctantly gave the 
proposition up. The crop at present looks fine, the demand is 
good, but many doubt ability to increase pack owing to short- 
age of labor. 

Preparedness—On a recent visit through the Androscog- 
gin and. Sandy River Valleys, we found packers making ad- 
ditions to buildings and installing much extra machinery. At 
three of the T. S. Dingley Co.’s factories extensive activities 
were noticed in shape of new warehouses, lines of huskers be- 
ing put in, in fact, getting things near the last word in com- 
pleteness. The “‘Dingley Boys’’ of Farmington, Me., will need 
no sanitary inspection. 

J. Wesley Pratt, of same village, is adding 20 feet in 
length (two stories) to his bean and apple factory, as well as 
generally renovating his storage and apple barrel manufactur- 
ing buildings. In fact, it was a pleasant trip to the county 
where the writer first began his canning career, 38 years ago. 
One peculiar custom that I found was that Portland money 
was no good, “not accepted here,’”’ when writer tried to pay 
hotel bills. “MAINE.”

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A NEW HUGE CHAIN-STORE PROPOSITION. 
To Manufacture and Sell Its Own Produce. 


The Interstate Grocer, of St. Louis, calls attention to a new 
entrant into the field of production and distribution, and it will be 
found vitally important and interesting to canners. The article 
says: 

“While there are some large chain store systems in the United 
States, they are mere pygmies compared with the plans of the 
United Retail Stores Corporation, which will not only be national 
in scope, but international in character, as branches will be es- 
tablished throughout the United States and foreign countries. 
Moreover, the stores will sell tobacco, confectionery, groceries, 
clothing and general commodities, and in addition proposes to pro- 


duce and manufacture products to be sold in this gigantic chain 
‘store system. In one fell swoop, therefore, this organization in- 
tends to displace retail grocers, wholesale grocers and manufac- 
turers. 

“The principal men involved in the scheme are James B. Duke, 
founder of the American Tobacco Company, and Geo. J. Whelan, 
founder of the United Cigar Stores Company. With them are 
associated other interests among the most powerful in the United 
States. Aside from being a new factor in the chain store field, the 
magnitude of the scheme is emphasized by the fact that it is pro- 
posed to buy out other chain store organizations and perhaps 
amalgamate as many of them as can be induced to become a part 
of it. 

The nominal capitalization of the new company, which was 
organized in New York last week, is 10,000 shares of 8 per cent 
accumulative preferred stock at $100 par value. Notwithstanding 
that the company is not yet in existence, the common stock con- 
tracts to be delivered when issued, sold on the curb market in 
New York at $75 a share, which would mean a value of $88,000,000.

Whelan Issues Statement. 


The following statment was issued by the new company from 
its offices at 511 Fifth avenue, New York, which is the headquar- 
ters of the tobacco trust: . 

“George J. Whelan and James B. Duke have organized the 
United Retail Stores Corporation to take advantage of present con- 
ditions to extend manufacturing business and to organize a sys- 
tem of retail stores throughout the world for merchandising of all 
kinds. 

“The United Retail Stores Corporation will begin operations 
at once by inviting United Cigar Stores Company to become asso- 
ciated with it. Other important systems of chain stores in Amer- 
ica and Europe, as well as in South America, selling tobacco, con- 
fectionery, groceries, clothing and general merchandise will in time 
be identified with the new concern. 

“The charter of the company under the laws of Delaware 
authorizes the corporation to engage not only in retailing of all 
kinds of commodities, but in the production of raw material and 
in manufacturing as well as in the financing of such corporations.” 

One of the interesting disclosures in the announcement of the 
organization is the fact that James B. Duke, known as the “To- 
bacco King,’ has returned to active business in the United States. 
Since the dissolution of the American Tobacco Company in 1912 
by the Supreme Court, Mr. ‘Duke has devoted himself exclusively 
to the British-American Tobacco Company in London. 

The new company will open retail chain stores all over the 
civilized world for the sale of merchandise of various kinds. On 
or before January 1, hundreds of thousands of desirable stores 
now occupied by saJoons in the United States will become vacant. 
While nothing official as to the intention of the company to rent 


these stores has been announced, it is believed that advantage will 
be taken of this unusual rental situation. 


The first company to be taken into the system will be the 
United Cigar Stores Company. Several other chain stores of na- 
tional character will be added, according to present plans. Not

indicated, but will include cheap groceries and high-grade mer- 
chandise so that every class of customer can be catered to. The 
stock of the company as at present authorized is sufficient only 
to begin business, but with all the old tobacco crowd behind the 
concern, ublimited capital will be available for any extension it 
may be deemed advisable to undertake. 
To Absorb Other Chain Stores, 

Corporations having chain stores will be taken in by exchange 

of stock or by cash, or new ones will be established in all parts 


of the world, particularly in Canada, the British Isles and in sev- 
eral countries of South America and the Orient. 


According to the statement, great economies are expected to 
result from the wholesale buying of standard commodities. In 
many instances, supplies will be manufactured by the company 
itself, and possibly produced on its own farms, as the company 
is authorized to finance any enterprise for the complete develop- 
ment of its business. In this respect, the new chain store oc- 
topus will be regarded as unique. As to whether tobacco, cigars, 
groceries, clothing, confestionery, etc., will be handled in separate 


stores, or whether they will be run as a department store, is not 
made clear. 


The officers of the new company are Geo. J. Whelan, president, 
who is also president of the United Cigar Stores, and Wm. L. 
Perkins, vice persident. The board of directors consists of James 
B. Duke, Geo. J. Whelan, Wm. L. Perkins and Sidney S. Whelan. 

Another new venture in the chain store field is the Thompson 
Restaurant Company, which has a chain of restaurants in the 
larger cities of the Middle Western States.

STANDARDS FOR PEACHES 
United States Department of Agriculture 


Bureau of Chemistry 


Washington, D. C., June 19, 1919. 
To Packers of Peaches: 

This Bureau has recently made an investigation for the 
purpose of determining the amount of peaches which is con- 
tained in cans of various sizes when the latter are packed to 
capacity without any resulting impairment of quality of the 
fruit. It has been found that properly filled cans will, in 
general, yield at least the following drained weights of peaches, 


the weight being determined in each instance by draining for 
two minutes on a %-inch mesh screen: 

No. 1 (fruit): (3 in, x 4-11/16 in. sanitary) 10 oz. 

No. 2%: in. (4-1/16 x 4-11/16 in. sanitary) 19 oz. 

No. 10: (6-3/16,in. x 7 in. sanitary) 64 oz. 

A can of size not mentioned above should yield a drained 
weight of peaches which bears the same relation to the drained 
weight indicated above for the can nearest in size as that ex- 
isting between the capacities of the cans in question. The 
above weights apply only to sliced peaches and peaches in 
halves. 

Owing to variations in the character of peaches it may 
be impossible in a few cases to attain the above weights, while 
in many instances weights in excess of those above mentioned 
can and should be attained. The necessity for such variations 
in weight wil] be given due consideration. Cans should, how- 
ever, contain in all cases the greatest amount of peaches which 
it is possible to pack therein without impairment of quality. 

In making declarations under the net weight requirement 
of the Federal Food and Drugs Act, the total weight of the 
contents of the can, liquid included, should be declared; this 
Bureau will regard as in violation of the act interstate ship- 
ments of peaches in tins which are not filled to the maximum 
capacity consistent with maintenance of quality.

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ARMY ADVISES RAPID DEMOBILIZATION HAS PRODUCED 
CANNED FOOD SURPLUS 


N. C. A. Bulletin No. 66 


Ever since the signing of the armistice there has been con- 
stant agitation in reference to the Army surplus of canned 
foods, resulting from the sudden termination of the war. The 
question was taken up through this Association with General 
Wood, Director of Purchase and Storage, immediately after 
the signing of the armistice, and a letter was written by him 
and published in our Bulletin No. 61. 

During February and early March there was renewed agi- 
tation on the subject as a result of an advertisement put out 
by one of the Zone Supply officers, and the matter was again 
taken up. As a result of the representations made a letter 
was issued by Colone] Davis, at Major Rogers’ suggestion, 
which was published in our Bulletin No. 64. 

These assurances from the Army officials were accepted 
by the industry and others interested as a final conclusion to 
the possibility of an Army surplus. However, the question 
of Army holdings of surplus canned foods was brought to the 
attention of Congress through different organizations and has 
been discussed several times on the floor of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The officers of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion were notified that, by order of the Secretary of War, the 
matter of the sales of Army surplus canned foods has been 
placed in charge of Mr. C. W. Hare, Director of the Surplus 
Property Division, Department of War. Director Hare notified 
the industry through the National Canners’ Association that 
the letters of Colone] Davis would be disregarded by order of 
the Secretary of War, and that plans were being made for the 
sale of the surplus. Director Hare and his assistant, Colonel 
Glover, gave assurances at that time and have reiterated 
repeatedly that it was not the intention of the Army officials 
to flood the market or to permit the surplus to get into the 
hands of speculative buyers. 

Numerous conferences have been held on this matter in 
Washington during the last ten days, and it was brought to a 


culmination on June 18, when the Secretary of War accorded 
an interview to our committee. At this interview the subject 
was presented from every possible angle and special emphasis 
was laid upon the reliance which had been placed by the in- 
dustry in the letters of General Wood and Colonel Davis and 
the commitments which had been made in accordance with 
these assurances. The Secretary of War stated that at the time 
these assurances were made it was not known that the Army 
would be demobilized so rapidly. 

Renewed assurances were given that it was not the inten- 
tion to permit these surplus foods to get into the hands of 
speculators, but that they must be offered for sale in the man- 
ner prescribed by law. It was also stated that any bids which 
did not represent real values would be rejected. 

The surplus of canned peas is reported to be 1,025,319 
cases 24-2s; canned corn 1,325,194 cases 24-2s, canned toma- 
toes 3,928 cases 48-1s, 838,447 cases 24-2s, 429,247 cases 
24-2%4s, 2,183,760 cases and 332,155 cases 6-10s. 

During the conference with the Secretary of War, he 
stated that he had received telegrams from numerous canners, 
urging the prompt sale of the surplus canned foods. 


WASHINGTON STATE ADVANCES FRUIT PRICES. 


A dispatch from Yakima, Wash., says the Libby, McNeill & 
Libby Cannery interests have announced a boost in contract prices 
which will mean the payment of about $60,000 to Yakima orchard- 
ists. The increase is over $20,000 on pears alone. 

When the cannery was established long-time contracts 
were made. The price of cherries is boosted from 4 cents a pound 
to 7 cents on contracts. Pears, contracted at $22.50 a ton, are 
raised to $35. Cling peaches are to bring $35, in comparison with 
the original contract price of $20. 

The raise is made voluntarily by the cannery, which said vhe 
growers could not pay the present prices for labor and make a 
profit without greater compensation. 

The cannery has completed the installation of a maraschino 
cherry machine, and expects to turn out 500 barrels of this 
delicacy. Yakima Royal Annes have been found especially suit- 
able. The cannery season for fruit has commenced and early 
cherries will be handled by approximately 200 workers. At the 
peak of the season the cannery will employ 500.

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CANNING FISH SAUSAGE AT BLAINE 


Arrangements have been made by the Liberty Food Products 
Company, a San Francisco corporation, for the production on a 
large scale of fish sausage, fish loaf and canned grayfish under its 
patented process at the plant of the Blaine Cannery Company, of 
Blaine,Wash. Special equipment for the purpose has already been 
installed, fishing boats have been put in operation, and packing is 
now well under way. 


The process by which these products are prepared was de- 
veloped by Morris Lebo, a Roumanian chemist of San Francisco, 
who has been manufacturing fish sausage on a comparatively small 
scale in that city for over a year past. He believes that his 
process is the first successful solution of the problem of canning 
grayfish, which has been taken up by a number of packers during 
the last few years, but abandoned by nearly all of them because 
of apparently insurmountable difficulties. 


The essential feature of the process is a preliminary treatment 
to which the fish is subjected, the exact nature of which is not 
divulged, which removes all traces of ammonia and is said to 
permanently prevent the formation of that substance in the can, 
which has been the great obstacle to the successful packing of 
grayfish in the past: and this result is obtained, evidently, without 
in any way impairing the wholesvmeness, nutritive quality or 
flavor of the fish, although the characteristic “fishy taste” may 
be partly or entirely overcome. 


In the manufacture of fish sausage as now conducted by the 
company, the grayfish, after the preliminary treatment, is ground 
with spices, etc., and stuffed into casings, in the same manner as 
the familiar frankfurter sausage, which it closely resembles both 
in appearance and flavor. After being smoked, it is packed in 
brine in 1-lb. tall cans and processed. Officials of the company 
state that this product, to all intents and purposes, may be sub- 
stituted and used for meat sausage. and will cost less than half 
the price of meat. 


Mr. Lebo first undertook the manufacture of fish sausage in a 
commercial way in the fall of 1917, when he established a small 
factory at 3347 Fillmore street under the name of Lebo Fish Saus- 
age Manufacturing Company. The output was gradually increased 
and a market built up in various parts of the Pacific Coast and 
the mountain states, until this spring, when the success attained 
seemed to warrant more rapid expansion and the establishment 
of plants closer to an abundant supply of raw material. The 
result was the organization of the Liberty Food Products Com- 
pany, with a capitalization of $500,000, by Mr. Lebo, A. C. Blu- 
menthal, Charles L. Ackerman, Samuel Harris and J. W. Forder- 
er, the present officers being Irving C. Ackerman, president ; Sam- 
uel Harris, vice president, and A. C. Blumenthal, general man- 
ager. Recently Samuel S. Loeb, a wealthy brewer, has become 
interested in the enterprise, and is a party to the various con- 
tracts under which manufacturing operations will be conducted. 

Under the arrangement made with the Blaine Cannery Com- 
pany, H. W. Hall, vice president and general manager of that 
company, will continupe to have the management of the plant, but 
the preparation and processing of the grayfish will be done under 
the supervision of Morris Lebo or his brother, H. Lebo, who is 
now at the cannery. Tanks have been put in for the treatment of 
the fish, and a number of smoke rooms for smoking the sausage 
and two steamers have been engaged to bring in the fish. In 
addition to canning sausage and grayfish, the company will pro- 
duce grayfish liver oil, and has arranged to dispose of the gray- 
fish skins in Chicago, so that all products of value will be utilized. 


Morris Lebo, inventor of the process, spent some time at 
Blaine during May. supervising the preparations at he cannery. 
He has since gone to San Diego, Cal., where the company will 
either build a plant or make manufacturing arrangements with 
one of the present canneries, starting operations early in the fall. 
The company also plans to operate at San Francisco in a larger 
way than before as soon as suitable facilities can be secured. Be- 
sides the main office at 58 Sutter street, San Francisco, the com- 


pany now has a New York office at 32 Broadway.—Pacific Fisher- :

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A SUMMARY OF THE CANNED GREEN BEAN 
EXAMINATIONS MADE FOR THE ARMY. 


A. W. Bitting. 


The term string beans or green beans means to the 
trade, the young immature beans in the pod, the best 
known type being the refugee or refugee wax. This is 
the type used for canning, as the long slender. pods are 
more easily handled in the different manipulations than 
_ are the flat varieties. There are a few canned beans 
which have the flat, fleshy pods, most of them being of 
the horticultural variety or type. These latter beans 
have excellent flavor when young and tender, but the 
quantity packed is so small as to be almost negligible. 
There are no strictly stringless beans, though with some 
varieties the development of the fibrous bundles at the 
front and back of the pod is so slight that the bundles 
are unobjectionable and need not be removed. This is 
particularly true if the pods are quite young and have 
developed rapidly. 

The best beans are produced in those sections where 
the temperature is fairly cool and moist, as in northern 
New York, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and in some 
parts of California. There are some good beans pro- 
duced in other sections, but the proportion of the lower 
grades is high. The western bean is of a lighter color 
than the eastern, and has a slightly different flavor. One 
of the outstanding defects of the southern packing is 


permitting the beans to attain too great size, which re- 
sults in quantity and not quality production. 

The grading of beans as fancy, extra standard and 
substandard is based largely upon size due to the char- 
acter of the earlier varieties used when they were first 
canned. The very small sizes were almost certain to be 
free or nearly free from strings and to be tender, where- 
as, the larger sizes were almost equally certain to have 
more or less of the opposite qualities, no matter how 
much care was exercised in their preparation. This is 
not true for the improved varieties of the beans now 
available, and it is possible to have a fancy No. 3 as well 
as a fancy No.1. The commercial grading for size when 
the beans were packed in 1918 was supposed to be that 
the No. 1 bean would pass between grade rollers set 8-64 
of an inch; No. 2 would pass between rollers set 11-64 
of an inch; No. 3 would pass between rollers set 14-64 of 
an inch; No. 4 would pass between rollers set 17-64 of an 
inch, and No. 5 beans would pass over the latter rollers. 
The packers have agreed upon a new standard for sizes 
for Nos. 1s, 2s and 3s, which will be effective this year 
and is as follows; No. 1 beans will be those which pass 
between rollers set 12-64 of an inch; No. 2 beans those 
which pass between rollers set 14-64 of an inch, and No. 
3 beans those which pass between rollers set 17-64 of an 
inch. No. 1 and No. 2 beans are to be whole, while No. 
3 beans may be whole or cut, and those above No. 3 to 
always be cut.

There were only minor variations in the weight of 
beans and liquor on the higher grades, but very wide 
‘ones on the substandard. In the latter the beans varied 
from as high as 560 grams to as low as 310 grams and 
the liquor from as low as 45 grams to as high as 274 
grams per No. 2 can. 

Beans do not fill into the cans as readily nor as 
uniformily as do peas, but the examinations show that

it is easily practicable to fill fancies and extra standards 
to 340 grams or 12 ounces and the lower grades to 35 
grams or 12:5 ounces. Large whole beans do not fill as 
closely as do the smaller sizes and unblanched beans al- 
ways give short weight. 

The weights found are considerably in excess of 
those recommended by the packers for standard weights, 
which are 10 ounces for whole and 11 ounces for cut 
beans. If 12 ounces or 340 grams be assumed as correct 
for a minimum fill of beans, then 49 lots, or 38 per cent 
were slack filled, 10 lots or 7.7 per cent just passable, and 
70 lots or 54.3 per cent were above the required weight. 

The beans showed on an average a better vacuum 
than did the other products examined. The average 
vacuum was 8 inches, the extremes being from 0 to 23 


inches. Only two lots. were without vacuum and the best 
lots showed about 14 inches. 


Beans processed in boiling water show a better and 
brighter color than those processed at higher tempera- 
tures as the latter were decidedly brown in some cases. 
The danger of spoilage is greater with the low process 
as four lots contained sour beans. 

Beans were’graded substandard due to being coarse, 
tough and with strings, to having been packed un- 
blanched, and to foreign flavor. Four lots were un- 
blanched and were comparable to- unpeeled peaches 
packed in water. Two lots were packed in enamel lined 
cans and while the color was a little better, the flavor 
was such that they could not be used.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS 


The self-styled “Supermen” are giving further evidence of 
their inability to act with intelligence and courage, but it is 
thought the peace treaty will have been signed by the time this 
reaches our readers. In event of this the whole world will have 
cause to celebrate Independence Day on July 4th. 


What’s become of the annual convention? Usually long before 
this the city has been selected. Are the Presidents who have this 
matter in charge asleep at the switch? Let’s follow out the pre- 
vailing trend of the times and seek out the wet places of the 
earth—go to Atlantic City for our 1920 Convention. What do you 
say? 


The Bureau of Chemistry has been hard at work devising 
standards for canned foods, and recently anounced those on peas 
and cherries. In the former the standard contained a reservation 
for “peas of lighter specific gravity” and this expression puzzled 
all. We have asked them for an explanation of this term and they 
have replied as follows: : 


“The investigation of the fill of cans of peas which is 
mentioned in the Bureau’s letter of May 7 to packers of 
peas and unpitted cherries was conducted in practically 


every portion of the country in which peas are commercial- 

_ ly canned to any extent, thus making it possible to take 
-into account various factors such as condition of the 
weather, varying degree of maturity of the peas, difference 
in the variety of peas, etc. It was found that the drained 
weight of peas in a properly filled No 2 can, for instance, 
varies to a relatively considerable extent. It is, there- 
fore, impossible to specify a definite drained weight of 
peas which shall in all cases correspond to a satisfac- 
torily filled can. 

“The Bureau has not attempted, as some packers 
have supposed, to specify a definite weight of drained 
peas which shall correspond in all cases to a properly 
filled can. The weight of 13.5 ounces mentioned in the 
case of a No. 2 can, for instance, was merely intended as 
a typical weight which has been found to very closely 
represent a well filled can in a great number of cases 
when the pea pack of the country as a whole is taken 
into consideration. 

“A well filled No. 2 can of young, tender peas of 
small size will, however, yield a drained weight of peas 
which is, in many cases, less than 13.5 ounces, while a 
well filled can of rather hard, fairly mature peas will 
yield a drained weight which may, in many cases, be some- 
what higher than 13.5 ounces. The intent of the Bureau 
in issuing the letter of May 7 was simply to secure the 
packing of properly filled cans regardless of the drained 
weight obtained and vhe drained weights of peas for No. 
1, 2 and 10 cans mentioned therein were intended merely 
as typical weights.” 

This is an official expression, and to us indicates that: first 


-and foremost the cans must be filled. Our understanding of 


“specific gravity” is, for instance: Take two cups of peas, weighed 
against a cup of water of equal size, one of the cups of peas may 
be heavier than the other, although of exactly the same measure. 


Baltimore city has put a new twist to the matter of the dis- 
posal of the canned foods surplus of the Army. The Mayor and 
city leaders took the question up with the Government authorities 
with a view of having this surplus sold direct to the people, and 
they have apparently succeedd in their efforts. One of our large 
city markets will have stalls devoted entirely to the sale of these 
Government owned goods, at prices which the daily newspapers 
promise to show a heavy saving over retailers’ prices. And if the 
effort is carried out as intended, the:e is no reason why the prices 
will not be very much lower. The city intends to buy the gouds 
from the Government at prices which will repay the Government, 
and then resell to the consumers without cost of handling. City 
trucks will bring the goods from the Government warehouses, and 
the market stalls will be served by volunteer ladies of the city. 
There is not much question but that vhe people will eagerly buy 
the goods, and if the force dealing them out does not tire of their 
work, it looks like the venture will prove a success. If it proves 
successful here other cities will ask the same privilege, and so 
these surplus goods may, ultimately prove a very decided influence 
in reducing retail prices. 


The first sale is set for Saturday morning June 27th, and 
the Baltimore American of June 26th, comemnting on it, says: 

An idea of just how great the saving to the house-- 
wife will be when the Government’s surplus stores are 
placed on the market can be obtaiend from the following 
table prepared for Acting Mayor Howard Bryant and 
showing the difference between the prevailing market 
prices and the Government prices at which the goods are 
to be sold:

The differences in prices, set down in this quotation, are 
overdrawn in many instances, as retailers are selling most of 
the articles at lower prices than here quoted. The Government 
may be acting in a short sighted way in this matter, because if 
it tries to market the whole surplus through retail sales of this 
kind, it will have a big task on hand, and it cannot expect job- 


bers to buy large quantities of the goods for sale to retailers, if 
the same goods are to be sold cheaper than the retailers can 
handle them. It will have to make a choice between the retailing 
of vhe goods, as here planned, and selling them quickly in large 
lots as originally intended, as the two cannot be worked to- 
gether. The goods are located in all sections of the country, and 
Baltimore’s example may, if followed by vhe other sections, put 
a hew complexion on this matter of surplus stocks.

Indianapolis, June 20, 1919. 
That Army Surplus—It may be the better part of wisdom 
for Indiana canners, and all canners, to sit tight and watch 
the effect of yesterday’s announcement that the Army would 
sell its surplus corn, peas and tomatoes. A few pertinent 
facts-.are these: 
The total surplus of tomatoes (figured as No. 3 cans) is 
about 2,900,000 cases, of corn about 1,370,000, of peas about 


937,000 cases. These figures are approximate, but close to 
accuracy. 


The entire stock of the Army surplus is of extra good’ 
quality, corn extra standard or better, peas the same, toma-. 
toes at least good full standard. 


The major portion of the surplus is stored in Army ware- 
houses at or near ports of embarkation. It will take a high 
freight to get it back into competition with the packing of: 
the Central States, 

The market is practically bare of spot canned foods. This’ 
must be true or the jobbers would not have exerted pressure, 
as it is understood that they did, to get the Army to unload 
at this time. 

Acreage of corn, peas and tomatoes is much short of last 
year. We hold no brief for the Army ‘‘changing”’ its promise 
to the canning industry, but it does appear that the Army 
surplus will be needed badly plus every case that the country 
can possibly pack this year.

You spied for the Day, you lied for the Day, 
And woke the Day’s red spleen. 
Monster, who asked God’s aid Divine, 
Then strewed His seas with the ghastly mine; 
Not all the waters of the Rhine 
Can wash thy foul hands clean. 


You dreamed for the Day, you schemed for the Day; 
Watch how the Day will go. 

Slayer of age and youth and prime 

(Defenseless slain for never a crime), 

Thou art steeped in blood as a hog in slime, 
False friend and cowardly foe. 


You have sown for the Day, you have grown for the Day; 
Yours is the harvest red. 

Can you hear the groans and the awful cries? 

Can you see the heap of slain that lies, 

And sightless turned to the flame-split skies— 
The glassy eyes of the dead? 


You have wronged for the Day, you have longed for the Day 
That lit the awful flame.

But after the Day there’s a price to pay

To put the finishing touches upon this greatest of world’s 
tragedies, we have but to quote the editorial of the Evening 
Sun of Baltimore (June 24th): 


DER TAG. 


“Whatever sympathy there might have been for Germany in 
the day of its humiliation and punishment is dissipated by the 
way in which the Huns accept the peace treaty. . 

Whining, protesting and with the plain intimation that they 
do not intend to observe conditions of the peace except in so 
far as they .are forced to do so, they sign only because they are 
afraid not to. With childish spite the German admiral who meek- 
ly surrendered a great fleet of warships without firing a shot. 
violates the honor of a naval officer, sinks the Germans vessels 
and then actually hoasts of his prowess. Crowds in Berlin seize 
and burn French flags taken in 1870 in order not to have them 
fall again into the hands of the French. 

Wondrous galantry, indeed—burning captured flags, when a 
great German army, still on foreign soil, capitulated and ran 
home ,declaring that it had not been beaten. . 

They complain bitterly that he treaty is “a treaty of force”— 
these self-styled “supermen,” who worshiped “power,” who advo- 
cated the destruction of the weak, who taught the doctrine that 
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might was right and that power justified all things; who crucified 
Belgium because it could and imposed the Brest-Litovsk treaty 
upon Russia—these are they who whine about a “treaty of force” 
against themselves. 


But the most stupendous joke of all is their whimper that 
the Allies seek to “divest the German people of their honor’— 
this people that shouted in exultation when the Lusitania was 
sunk; that gloried in bombing children in schools and Red Cross 
nurses and wounded men in hospitals; that showed not a trace 
of truth, decency or mercy throughout the war; that boasted of 
broken pledges and treachery—these are the creatures who talk 
of being divested of their ‘“‘honor.’’ Gott in Himmel! 


The Huns run true to form. It is said that the terms of the 
treaty were submitted to the former Kaiser and that he advised 
acceptance. He is still the All Highest in the German mind. And 
the Socialist-workingman Chancellor Bauer writes to the confer- 
ence of “Imperial” Germany. 


And so comes “Der Tag,” not at all as the mad Tetuonic 
megalomaniacs had planned. What a spectacle! An ‘invincible’ 
army which caves in as soon as the odds turn against it, an 
“invincible” but dishonored navy which sails out and surrenders 
without a shot, a coward Kaiser who runs away at the first sign 
of danger, not even willing to trust his own people or share ad- 
versity with them; a doubtful republic, whining, treacherous, slip- 
pery, untrustworthy to the end. 


One might have had a vestige of respect for a country which 
would fight to the last, fight as France fought when the Hun was 
within gunshot of Paris, fought until Berlin had been laid in ashes, 
fought to the bitter end.

FREIGHT RATES & SHIPPING NEWS 
Traffic Bureau 
THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 


After several weeks delay the Railroad Administration a 
few days ago issued freight rate authority No. 9167, authoriz- 
ing the establishment on one day’s notice to the public of dif- 
ferential rates via the ocean and rail routes from Atlantic Sea- 
board territory to the Missouri River common points, Colorado 
and Utah Territory. In restoring these rates, however, the 
full differentials as formerly reflected under the all-rail rates, 
have not been allowed. Tariffs covering this change are ex- 
pected shortly. 


The committee on car demurrage and storage of the Na- 
tional Industrial Traffic League have received the following 
telegram from Mr. Edward Chambers, director of traffic of the 
United States Railroad Administration: 

“The reduced demurrage charges of two dollars 

for the first four charge days and five dollarg there- 

after, and the separate average agreements for load- 

ing and unloading cars have been approved by the 

Director General to become effective July 20, 1919.” 


Shortly after the decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the bill of lading case was issued, a petition for 
reargument of several points involved in the decision, was 
filed by railroad attorneys in the name of the railroad corpora- 
tions and the Director General of Railroads. The commission 
subsequently issued an order denying the petition for re- 
argument. It is now learned that the Railroad Administration 
upon consideration, has decided not to contest the decision in 
the courts, but has indicated to the railroad corporation that 
it will not object to any action that they may desire to take to 
test the legality of the commission’s decision, nor will it object 
to such corporations making the Director General a co-defend- 
ant in such cases. There is some expectation that one or sev- 


eral of the larger railroad corporations may decide to take 
action with a view of securing a judicial review of this im- 
portant decision.
